“The  Lord  shall  preserve  thee  from  all  evil;  v 
He  shall  preserve  thy  soul.”  (Ps.  121:7.)  s 
You  see  that  it  is  preserve  all  the  time,  giv-  u 
ing  all  of  the  glory  to  Ood.  No  division  c 
between  preservation  and  perseverance. 

Turning  to  the  New  Testament  we  tind  it 
just  the  same.  Paul  wrote  of  himself,  “The 
Lord  shall  deliver  me  from  every  evil  work, 
and  will  preserve  me  unto  His  Heavenly 
Kingdom.  To  whom  be  glory  forever  and 
ever.  Amen.”  (2  Tim.  4:18.)  No  ref-  1 
erenee  to  his  own  perseverance,  but  onl*  i 
to  God’s  loving  preservation,  and  so  it  < 
should  always  be.  He  brought  out  the 
same  great  doctrine  when  writing  to  the 
Thcssalouians.  He  said.  “The  very  God  of 
peace  sanctify  you  wholly ; and  I pray  God 
your  whole  spirit  and  soul  and  body  be  pre- 
served blameless  unto  the  coming  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Faithful  is  he  that 
calletli  you;  who  alslo  will  do  it.”  I Thes. 
5:23-24.  No  perseverance  mentioned. 
Nothing  but  God's  preservation.  Theu 
Jude,  as  if  to  settlj>  the  question  forever, 
wrote:  ‘‘To  them’ that  are  sanctified  by 

God  the  Father,  and  preserved  in  Jesus 
Christ,  and  called.”  Jude  1. 

From  all  of  these  texts  it  is  clear  that  sal- 
vation is  wholly  by.?  grace  through  faith  in 
i t'hrist,  and  depend*  wholly  upon  God’s 
preservation  and  not  on  human  persever- 
ance. It  is  our  du|y  to  persevere  in  every 
good  work  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the 
good  of  men,  but  not  to  save  the  soul.  The 
1 soul  is  saved  by  grace,  and  “not  of  works, 
lest  any  man  should  boast.”  He  who 
1 thinks  that  his  perseverance  helps  to  save 
* the  soul  would  divide  the  glory  of  his  sal- 
e ration  between  himself  and  his  God;  while 
o he  who  perseveres  and  serves  because  God 
i.  has  saved  his  soul  and  because  he  loves 
il  Him  for  His  goodness  and  grace,  gives  all 
” glory  to  God  and  His  Christ.  If  we  say 
y that  only  those  who  persevere  unto  the  end 
d will  go  to  heaven,  then  we  must  say  that 
t,  sonuf  who  once  persevered  were  all  the  time 
10  mistaken,  or  else  that  they  by  ceasing  to 
st  persevere  were  lost;  but  if  we  say  with 
ly  Paul,  when  writing  to  the  Philippians,  “He

That  is  the  Bible  doctrine  and  we  honor 
God  when  we  hold  it  and  preach  it.  Let 
us  teach  every  believer  that  he  is  saved  and 
eternally  secure  in  Christ,  and  that  there- 
fore  he  can  and  should  serve  wholly  for  the 
glory  of  God  and  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ, 
and  not  to  he  saved.  We  are  preserved 
that  we  may  persevere  to  the  glory  of  God, 
but  if  we  fail  to  persevere  we  are  not  again 
condemned,  and  damned,  but  we  fail  to 
glorify  God  and  lose  our  reward.  (I  Cor. 
3:15.) 

We  are  saved  to  serve,  and  do  not  serve 
to  be  saved.  We  are  preserved  in  Christ, 
by  grace  through  faith,  and  blessed  in  ser- 
vice or  lose  blessiugs  because  we  fail  to 
serve.  God  preserves  us  for  Christ’s  sake 
unto  His  heavenly  kingdom  let  us  serve  be- 
cause we  love  Him.

Licensing  the  Tiger.

When  the  legislature  enacted  a privilege 
license  on  near-beer  joints,  it  w#s  done  that 
such  cities  as  Vicksburg,  Biloxi,  and  a few 
others  on  the  river  and  coast  could  license 
the  sale  of  liquor  on  the  ground  that  the 
illegal  sale  of  liquor  cannot  be  suppressed 
and  therefore  it  would  be  wiser  to  take  it 
under  the  control  of  the  city  by  granting  | 
licenses  for  the  conduct  of  “respectable" 
blind  tigers  and  thus  enable  the  " respecta- 
ble ” blind  tiger  to  have  the  laugh  on  the 
police  force.  When  the  State  was  in  part- 
nership with  the  liquor  traffic,  did  the  li- 
censing of  saloons  prevent  the  grafting  po- 
liceman from  recovering  his  free  whiskey 
and  hush  money  from  the  “respectable  sa- 
loon kee|ier!  What  a farce  to  call  any 
man  respectable  w ho  engages  in  an  evil  oc- 
cupation !

League,  Jaeksou,  Miss.,  which  is  being  sold 
over  the  State  at  a loss  in  order  that  one 
may  get  into  every  home;  the  picture  on

All  laws  have  been  violated  from  the  be- 
ginning of  time,  but  is  that  any  reason  why 
the  laws  should  be  repealed  and  licenses 
granted  to  the  “respectable”  violators  of 
the  same!

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THE  KINGDOM  OF  OOD.

CHAPTER  V. 

The  Noahic  Covenant  and  the  Kingdom. 

Humanity  has  been  given  so  far  two  trials. 

The  first  in  Eden  (2:15-17);  the  second  un- 
der the  shadow  of  the  Cherubim  and  the 
sword  flame.  (Gen.  3:24.)  After  man’s 
failure  in  Eden  the  problem  then  confront- 
ing Jehovah  God  was  the  preparation  of  a 
citizenship  with  which  His  Kingdom  could 
be  established. 

The  preparation  looking  to  the  formation 
of  such  a citizenship  begun  with  the  pro- 
tevangelium  (Gen.  3:15).  hollowing  this 
promise,  we  have  the  procesa  carried  for- 
ward in  the  godly  family  of  Seth,  in  which 
family  the  testimony  to  Jehovah  centers. 
(Gen.  4:26.)  This  testimony  looks  to  the 
establishment  in  the  earth  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God.  It  is  significant  that  the  charac- 
ter of  the  Kingdom  of  God  which  ia  to  be 
established  in  the  earth  is  differentiated 
from  the  uature  of  the  kingdoms  of  the 
world  by  the  contrast  drawn  between  the 
family  of  Seth  and  the  family  of  Cain,  and 
that  the  great  apoatasy  takes  place  as  the 
direct  result  of  the  intermingling  of  these 
two  families.  (Gen.  6:1-7.)  For  apostacy 
there  is  no  remedy  but  judgment,  and  hence 
we  have  the  flood  as  the  punitive  judgment 
of  a sovereign  God  upon  an  apostate  people. 
The  flood  marks  the  end  of  the  world  so 
far  as  the  preparation  for  the  Kingdom  of 
God  is  concerned  under  the  Adamic  cove- 
nant. God,  as  it  were,  wipes  off  the  slate 
and  begins  over  again;  He  makes  a new 
covenant ; He  gives  man  a new  test. 

Tlie  Noahic  Covenant. 

The  next  step  in  the  movement  looking  to 
the  establishment  of  the  Kingdom  of  God 
is  the  covenant  with  Noah.  (Gen.  9:1-17.)  In 
this  new  covenant  the  relation  of  man  to 
the  earth  under  the  Adamic  covenant  is 
confirmed.  (Gen.  9:1-2);  the  earth  is  also 
secured  against  another  universal  judgment 
of  water  (Gen.  9:11);  the  regular  order  of 
nature  in  seed  time  and  harvest,  for  man’s 
Instinanee  upon  the  earth  is  assured  (Gen 
8:22);  the  relative  jmsition  of  the  different 
families  of  man  upon  the  earth,  and  their 
relation  to  each  other  and  to  Jehovah  God 
is  outlined  (Gen.  9:24-27)  ; and  the  govern- 
ment of  the  earth,  including  especially  the 
government  of  the  race,  is  committed  into 

the  hands  of  man  (Gen.  9:1-6). 

A New  Tent  lmpoaed. 

In  this  n<  w covenant  with  the  race  God 
subjects  man  to  still  another  test.  The 
distinctive  feature  of  this  new  test  is  the 
government  of  man  by  man  and  .as  a re- 
sult. the  government  of  the  world  by  man 
through  organized  government.  Man  is 
made  responsible  to  govern  the  world  for 
God. 

It  is  a remarkable  fact  that  we  have  no 
hint  of  any  kind  of  government  in  the  an- 
tediluvian world.  It  is  open  to  suppose 
that  God  Himself,  -being  still  present  and 
manifest  in  the  sword-flame  between  the 
Cherubim  at  the  east  gate  of  Eden,  was  rec- 
ognized as  governor.  His  direct  dealings 
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with  Cain  would  ao  indicate  But  with 
the  flood  the  garden  of  Eden  was  swept 
sway  and  with  the  carrying  out  of  the  di- 
vine decree  that  “My  Spirit  shall  no.  al- 
ways strive  with  man,”  the  sword-flame 
was  removed,  lleuce  a new  order  ia  requi 
aite. 

With  the  atatement,  “By  mau  shall  Ins. 
blood  he  abed”  iGen.  9*),  there  ia  the  for 
mal  institution  of  civil  government-  Here 
the  civil  sword  is  committed  to  the  charge 
of  man.  The  judgment  of  death,  by  the 
executioner  ia  solemnly  delegated  to  man  in 
vindication  of  humau  life.  Hence  the  blood 
of  him  who  sheds  blood  is  to  be  shed.  But 
this  is  to  be  done  in  the  fear  of  God  for 
man  is  in  the  image  of  God,  and  God  will 
require  the  We  of  man  (Gen  9:5).  God 
put*  the  world  and  all  that  in  it.  u,  in  the 
hands  of  man,  yea,  even  human  govern- 
meuts  themselves  lie  turn*  over  to  msn  and 
call*  upon  man  to  rule  under  God. 

In  this  test  the  fundamental  principles  in 
the  Kingdom  of  Ood  finds  emphasis  The 
essential  element  necessary  to  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Kingdom  of  God  is  man  s abi - 
ity  to  rule  in  the  earth  under  God  to  the 
glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  all  creation. 
Here  ia  the  crux  upon  which  the  whole  mat 
ter  turns.  Will  man  be  true  to  hia  trust 
and  rule  in  this  newly  received  empire  to 
the  glory  of  God  and  for  the  good  of  the 
race!  Did  it  ever  occur  to  you  that  under 
this  new  covenant  man  had  another  chance 
to  rule  under  God  in  the  earth  and  thus  es- 
tablish the  Kingdom  of  God  in  the  world! 
And  also  that  the  gist  of  the  whole  story  re- 
volves around  the  conquest  of  the  earth! 

The  final  Ken  nit. 

After  the  blessing  on  the  heads  of  the 
race  (Gen.  9:1-7)  has  been  pronounced,  and 
the  covenant  with  them  renewed,  we  arc 
prepared  for  a new  development  of  human 
action.  This  appears,  however,  in  the  form 
of  an  event  which  ia  itself  a meet  prelimi 
nary  to  the  subsequent  stage  of  affairs  The 
prophecy  of  Noah  (Gen.  19:18-27)  delivered 
in  the  shape  of  a solemn  paternal  doom  pro- 
nounced upon  his  three  sons,  sketches  >n  « 
few  striking  trait*  the  future  history  of  the 
separate  families  of  mankind,  and  give#  to 
us  a forecast  of  the  inevitable  failure  under 
the  Noahic  covenant  to  establish  the  King- 
dom of  God  in  the  earth. 

This  failure  ia  graphically  described  in 
the  eleventh  chapter  of  Genesis.  “And  it 
came  to  pass,  as  they  journeyed  eastward 
that  they  found  a plain  in  the  land  of 
Shinar;  and  (hey  dwelt  there.  And  ‘hey 
said  one  to  another;  go  to,  let  us  make  brick 
and  bum  them  thoroughly.  And  they  had 
brick  for  stone,  and  asphalt  had  they  f»r 
mortar.  And  they  ssid,  go  to,  let  us  build

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Fifteen  Hundred  Dollars  in  Prizes  for  the 
Best  Two  Books  on  Christian  Education.

The  education  board  of  the  Baptist  Gen- 
eral Convention  of  Texas  has  voted  heartily 
and  unanimously  to  give  $1,000  cash  for  the 
best  book,  in  manuscript,  on  Christian  edu- 
cation, and  $500  cash  for  the  second  best. 

The  conditions  on  which  the  awards  will  be 
made  are  as  follows: 

First,  no  person  drawing  a salary  from 
the  education  board  will  be  eligible  to  enter 
the  contest. 

Second,  all  other  persons  are  eligible,  and 
it  is  the  hope  that  the  Baptist  pastors  and 
teachers  of  Texas  will  be  especially  inter- 
ested and  that  a large  number  of  them  will 
enter. 

Third,  all  manuscripts  shall  be  carefully 
prepared  in  typewritten  matter,  legal  cap 
size,  and  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  corres- 
ponding secretary  of  the  education  board 
by  June  30,  1913. 

Fourth  each  manuscript  shall  be  signed 
by  a pen  name,  the  personal  card  of  the  au- 
thor, or  other  means  of  identification,  icing 
enclosed  for  the  information  and  guidance 
of  the  secretary,  who  will  turn  over  to  the 
committee  of  award  the  manuscripts  only, 
so  that  the  committee  shall  not  in  any  case 
know  who  is  the  author. 

Fifth,  each  manuscript  shall  contain  not 
less  tlinn  75.000  words  nor  more  than  100,- 
000.  (This  condition  is  intended  to  be  sug- 
gestive; its  slight  violation  in  either  case  « 
will  not  be  considered  a bar  if  the  commit- 
tee of  award  shall  decide  that  a manuscript 
has  peculiar  merit,  though,  all  other  things 
being  equal,  the  compliance  with  this  con- 
dition will  be  considered  a mark  of  excel- 
lence, and  any  great  violation  will  be  con- 
sidered a bar.) 

Sixth,  the  awards  shall  be  made  by  a 
special  committee  to  be  selected  by  the  edu- 
cation board. 

Seventh,  the  prize  winning  manuscript* 
shall  become  the  property  of  the  education 
board  without  obligation  to  the  board  other 
than  the  payment  of  the  prizes. 

Eighth,  the  exact  title  of  the  book  shall 
be  left  in  each  case  to  the  author.  The 
subject  of  the  book  shall  be  “Christian  Ed- 
ucation ” and  the  book  shall  present  the 
Bible  doctrine  of  education  as  set  forth  in 
given  passages  of  Scripture,  and  the  history 
of  education,  giving,  as  far  as  possible  or 
practicable,  incidents  connected  with  the. 
founding  and  history  of  the  principal  de- 
nominational colleges,  especially  Baptist 
colleges,  with  such  other  matter  and  in  such 
method  of  treatment  as  the  author  may 
think  appropriate. 

Ninth,  the  board  shall  not  be  bound  to 
give  prizes  unless  there  are  at  least  four 
manuscripts  submitted.  However,  if  fewer 
than  four  manuscripts  shall  be  submitted, 
and  they  shall  be  judged  meritorious,  the 
board  may  award  the  full  prizes,  or  such 
part  of  same  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  be- 
tween the  board  and  the  author  of  any  giv- 
en manuscript. 

Tenth,  the  board  shall  become  • responsi- 
ble for  the  publication,  and  circulation  in 
book  form,  of  the  manuscripts  accepted.

The  “Peril”  of  the  Immigrant.  can 

By  Charles  Stolzle.  <1»»« 

- When  a million  or  more  immigrants  conic  mu 
to  Aineriea  during  a single  year  it  makes  thu 
most  people  wonder  what  is  to  become  of  cot. 
our  country,  but  the  “peril  of  the  inum-  tra 
grant  is  for  the  most  part  a phabtasy  of  the  the 
imagination.  In  spite  of  the  fairt  that  im- 
migrants have  coming  to  America  in  an 

such  large  numbers  in  recent  years,  it  is  in-  c«  i 
teresting  to  note  that  the  percentage  of  for-  wt 
eign  horn  living  in  the  Fnited  State*  at  any.  M< 
one  time  has  not  materially  changed  since  ni 
I860.  Following  arc  soiAc  figures.  In  iti 
1860  the  percentage  of  foreigners  in  the  bu 
Cnited  States  was  13.2  per  cent:  in  1870  un 
14  4 per  cent ; in  1880  13  3 per  cent ; in  1890.  an 
14  8 per  cent;  in  1900.  13.7  per  cent;  in  »r 

1910,  14.7  per  cent.  The  constant  percen-  lit 

taee,  therefore,  is  about  14. 

During  some  years  more  than  half  as 
many  immigrants  returned  to  the  father-  d< 
land  as  came  to  America.  The  condition  p 
of  the  labor  market  in  America  determine  c. 
the  number  of  foreigners  that  come  and  go.  •; 
so  that  immigration  is  in  a constant  state  « 
of  flux.  The  foreigner  not  only  takes  h 
care  of  himself  by  returning  to  his  native  d 
land  during  a time  of  industrial  depression,  t 
where  he  can  live  more  cheaply,  but  h«^al- 
so  relieves  the  labor  market  of  congestion  S 
whieh  might  result  in  great  harm  to  the  t 
American  worker 

It  has  sometimes  been  declared  with  con- 
siderable feeling  that  the  immigrant  comes  t 
here  merely  for  the  purpose  of  making  what  > 
is  to  him  k small  fortune  and  then  returns  I 

to  his  own  country,  remaining  there  to  i 
spend  this  money,  but.  in  the  first  place,  be  < 
has  honestly  earned  whatever  he  takes  with  < 
him  and  has  left  more  than  its  equivalent, 
and  he  lias  s right  to  do  with  it  as  he 
pleases.  This  is  more  than  can  be  said  of 
some  Americans  who  go  to  foreign  lands  and 
spend  small  fortunes  among  an  alien  peo- 

ple.  , 

But  what  about  these  immigrants?  Are 
they  a peril?  Dr.  Edward  A.  Steiner,  who 
knows  more  about  the  human  side  of  the 
immigration  problem  than  any  other  man  in 
America,  recently  declared  that  5 000 
strong-limbed,  healthy-bodied  immigrants 
landing  at  Ellis  Island  are  more  resourceful 

IL  than  as  many  average  college  graduates 
would  be— and  Steiner  knows,  for  he  is  a 
college  professor.  They  come  to  us.  most 
of  thes  immigrants,  after  their  own  coun- 
tries have  paid  the  cost  of  their  education. 
Thev  are  ready  to  take  up  their  day’s  work 
* the  moment  they  land  on  our  American 
shore.  We  are  often  concerned  about 
what  we  term  the  “new  immigration."  but 
Robert  Watehorn.  for  several  years  commis- 
sioner of  immigration  at  Ellis  Island,  once 
remarked:  “If  yon  will  give  the  Italian, 

the  Hungarian  and  the  Russian  Jew  half  a 
chance,  he  will  make  the  English,  and  the 
Irish  look  like  thirty  cents. " And  presum- 
ably  Mr.  Watehorn  knew  what  he  was  talk- 
ing about,  for  he  has  handled  literally  mil- 
lions of  immigrants 

In  the  early  days  there  was  no  careful  in- 
spection of  the  immigrant.  Many  of  them 
came  to  this  country  feeble  or  diseased,  with 
the  result  that  comparatively  soon  they  be-

Eld.  Tbomaa  Beverly  WlIliamBon 
was  born  In  Rutherford  county, 
Tenn..  September  29,  184  4.  He 
died  at  hla  home  In  Elliott,  Mias., 
July  24,  7 0.  m.,  1912,  of  nervous 
Indigestion 

He  was  the  son  of  the  late  Geo. 
W.  and  Edna  de  Jarnett  Williamson, 
of  Grenada  county.  Miss.  He  was 
married  November  11,  1891,  to  Miss 
Virginia  B.  Harrison,  daughter  of 
the  late  R.  G and  Sarah  Edmunds 
Harrison,  and  granddaughter  of  Wi- 
ley J.  and  Nellie  Holloway  Harri- 
son. of  Brunswick  county,  Virginia. 

When  an  Infant,  hts  parents  trav- 
eled through  the  country  with  him 
to  their  home,  eight  miles  east  of 
Grenada,  where  he  spent  most  of  his 
life.  Being  a delicate  boy,  he 
could  not  take  the  collegiate  educa- 
tion his  brother.  Judge  R.  W.  Wil- 
liamson, had.  But  his  father  was 
very  proud  of  his  bright  mind,  and 
he  didn’t  spare  his  money  in  giving 
him  every  opportunity  of  good  so- 
ciety, good  books,  .>  periodicals,  so 
consequently,  he  was  one  of  the  best 
Informed  men  In  the  county.  He 
was  a man  who  was  always  true  to 
the  principles  he  believed  were  right, 
giving  to  all  men  their  Just  dues. 

Early  In  life  he  was  a close  stu- 
dent of  the  Bible  and  sought  the 
company  of  preachers.  They,  mis- 
taking his  seal  for  knowledge,  per- 
suaded him  to  loin  the  church — so 
when  a young  man  he  united  with 
old  Providence  Baptist  church — the 
church  of  his  parents — and  for  years 
lived  a most  sealoua  member,  attend- 
ing all  the  services,  giving  liberally 
of  hts  means  and  begged  others  to 
give.  He  was  superintendent  of  a 
flourishing  Sunday  School,  modera- 
tor of  the  Yalobusha  Association  for 
vears,  and  was  considered  by  the 
Baptists  of  Mississippi  one  of  the 
most  devout  Christians  In  the  land 
But  when  that  great  man  of  God, 
Mr.  W.  T.  Martin,  came  to  Grenada 
nnd  held  bis  first  meeting,  and 
preached  In  his  clear,  forceful  way 
of  presenting  the  truth,  from  the 
text:  "He  that  eniereth  not  by  the 
door  Into  the  sheepfold,  but  rllmb- 
eth  up  some  other  way.  Is  a thief 
and  a robber,"  he  saw 'he  was  de- 
pending on  helping  Christ  save  him 
by  his  good  life,  being  a good  church 
member.  Instead  of  depending  whol- 
ly on  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Savior.  God 
had  provided,  and  he  said  that  he 
felt  as  much  like  a robber  as  If  he 
had  put  his  hand  In  a man’s  pocket 
and  stolen  his  money.  Being  so 
deeply  convicted,  some  said,  "He  Is 
crasy;  he  has  lost  his  mind.”  But 
when  God  sent  His  Spirit  Into  his 
heart  to  abide  forever,  he  saw  that 
Jeaus  had  paid  the  whole  debt,  that 
T.  B,  Williamson  had  no  partnership

| The  l,inc<>ln-l,ec  liCgion  to  Be 
Launched  on  World's  Tem- 
perance Munday. 

November  10,  World’s  Temper- 
ance Sunday,  lias  been  chosen  as  the 
day  for  launching  throughout  the 
South  the  Lincoln-Lee  Legion,  as  an 
extension  of  the  Lincoln  Legion  on 
whose  pledge  of  total  abstinence, 
already  more  than  a million  have 
been  enrolled.  A very  attractive 
program  has  been  prepared  for  use 
In  Sunday  Schools  and  church  ser- 
vices. It  contains  eight  pages.  Is 
In  two  colors,  blue  and  red,  has  stir- 
ring songs  and  the  various  exer- 
cises present  the  temperance  situa- 
tion In  both  state  and  nation.  It 
also  contains  a number  of  striking 
anecdotes  of  General  Lee  as  a tem- 
perance man,  that  will  be  a lesson 
to  all  who  hear  them.  Everything 
in  the  service  leads  up  to  the  sign- 
ing of  the  pledge  ss  a climax.  This 
program  Is  planned  to  teach  and  em- 
phasize the  temperance  lesson  for 
the  day.  Instead  of  entirely  dis- 
placing the  lesson  as  programs  us- 
ually do,  the  exercises  are  largely 
In  the  form  of  questions  and  an- 
swers and  are  so  arranged  that  all 
members  of  the  school  above  the 
primary  will  have  some  part.  Un- 
der the  caption,  “The  Conflict  in 
Our  Own  State” — each  state  will  set 
forth  Its  own  problem  In  Its  own 
way.  This  program  ought  to  be 
used  in  every  Sunday  School.  This 
program  may  be  obtained  from  the 
offices  of  the  State  Anti-Saloon 
League  in  any  State,  along  with 
Lincoln-Lee  pledges,  buttons,  wall 
roll,  and  other  pledge  day  supplies. 
Mississippi  S.  S.  superintendents  and 
pastors  should  write  to  their  Anti- 
Saloon  State  headquarters  at  Jack- 
>son  for  samples  and  complete  infor- 
mation. Among  the  supplies  is 
a large  picture  of  General  Rob- 
ert E.  Lee  In  full  unifornt.  It 
is  Intended  that  this  picture  shall 
be  framed  and  hung  In  each 
Sunday  School  alongside  the  wall 
roll,  as  a constant  reminder  to 
the  boys  and  girls  of  the  sol- 
emn pledge  that  they  signed.  Un- 
til this  time,  the  league  has  devoted 
Itself  entirely  to  arraigning  voters 
against  the  saloon.  In  the  Llncoln- 
I-ee  Legion  It  takes  on  the  work  of 
the  education  and  training  of  a new 
generat’on  of  voters  and  If  this 
work  Is  done  faithfully  aiid  well, 
the  next  generation  will  contain  a 
much  larger  percentage  of  "dry" 
voters  than  the  present.  Clearly, 
when  we  begin  with  the  boy.  we  are 
getting  hold  of  the  right  end  of  the 
problem.

For  a boy  to  grot 
up  under  the  Influence  of  his  pledge, 
framed  with  his  picture  perhaps.  Ml 
hanging  on  the  wall  of  his  home 
constantly  reminding  him  of  his  sol- 
emn vow  against  drink,  will  make  It 
ve-y  probable  when  he  becomes  s 
ma'i  he  will  be  u militant  abstainer. 
In  later  years  he  can  point  to  that 
picture  and  pledge  and  say:  'Thst 
Is  how  I looked  when  as  a boy  I 
signed  the  Lincoln-Lee  Leglos 
Pledge."  It  Is  also  a good  thing 
for  a boy  to  feel  that  his  pledge  U 
on  file  hi  a great  national  enroll- 
ment of  abstainers  and  that  his 
honor  Is  at  stake.  He  must  bt 
faithful  to  his  pledge.  Then  to 
"slfow  his  colors"  by  wearing  tho 
button  wherever  he  goes,  will  com- 
mit him  more  and  more  irrevocably 
to  hlB  pledge  against  drink. 

The  situation  In  regard  to  the  bat- 
tle for  temperance  reform  in  the  n»- 
tlon  Is  simply  this  today — the  dry 
voters  are  pretty  well  lined  op 
against  the  saloon,  but  we  have  not 
enough  of  them.  The  temperance 
forces  are  fighting  desperately  to 
hold  their  ground  until  we  can  bring 
up  the  reserves — boys  and  girls.  11 
the  church  Bhall  perform  her  wholo 
duty  In  training  up  as  militant  sb- 
sta'ners  the  oncoming  generation  of 
boys  and  girls,  there  Is  strong  hope 
that  the  liquor  traffic  will  speedily 
be  abolished,  and  that  America  will 
become  a nation  of  sober  people- 
Rut  the  place  to  begin  Is  with  the 
boys  and  girls.  We  should  get 
drinking  men  to  quit  so  far  as  w« 
can,  but  by  all  means  we  should  keep 
the  boys  and  girls  from  beginning. 

And  now  the  movement  Is  being 
extended  In  the  Llncoln-Lee  Legion.'  I 
Recently,  attention  has  been  draw* 
to  the  fact  that  General  Robert  E- 
Lee.  as  a contemporary  of  Lincoln 
In  those  days  when  drinking  »'»* 
the  common  custom,  was  also  * 
strong  advocate  of  total  abstinence. 
To  the  students  of  Washington  Col- 
lege. Virginia  he  said:  “My  ex- 

perience through  life  has  convinced 
me  that,  while  moderation  and  tem- 
perance in  all  things  are  comiuend*' 
ble  and  beneficial,  abstinence  from 
spiritous  liquors  Is  the  best  safe-
